The glare of the 
sun. especially 
in real estate developments where 
houses are faudy close together, 
can be reducd greatly by proper- I 
ly planted trees and shrubs 
Glare can

erican Association of Nur>ervmen; 
and, at the sam e time, the prop­ 
erty can 
be 
made 
considerably 
cooler ui sum m er and w arm er in 
winter. 
Vnti • glare plantings have ex­ 
panded greatfy as suburbia has 
grown, it is stated. A good shade 
tree will reduce the sun's heat 
by ¿>0 per cent more than any 
man • made awning. 
In planting anti - glare trees and 
shrubs one has only to use com 
man sense, placing them directly 
b e t w e e n one’s own home and 
the sun, as well 
as between the 
source of the glare (when reflect­ 
ed ) and one s own property. 
The position of the sun changes, 
with the hottest and usually most 
glaring time of day 
being in the 
afternoon.
